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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first action relating to serial application number 107/14.716 filed 1 1/17.2003. 
Claims 1-22 are currently pending. 

Drawings 

1 . The examiner has accepted the drawing filed with this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, dear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The specification does not provide specific details as to how the motor, when 
connected to the input shaft will rotate relative and faster than the shaft. The detail 
specifies that the motor shaft is connect to the shaft via an interface such that in an OFF 
mode the input shaft will cause the motor to rotate in unison with the shaft and in the 
ON mode the motor will rotate faster that the shaft. It is not enabling for the motor to 
successfully rotate faster than the shaft while the shaft is rotating because shaft of the 
motor is connected to the input shaft. However, if the shell or body of the motor is 
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rotating faster that the shaft, there must be a support for the motor at the other end so 
as to cause the system to be stable. In addition, there is no specific detail as to the 
rotation of the shaft when the motor is connected to the shaft via the axis. It appears the 
system will not be enabling with the motor connected to the shafts and in the same 
instant the weights connected to the motor. In addition, at the maximum driving force of 
the shaft the motor will provide the weights with excessive centrifugal force, which might 
cause damage and belt slippage in the drive system. 

In addition, claims 6 and 22, are not enabling because the claims are lacking 
essential elements for rotating the centrifugal weights independently of the input shafts. 
Claim 22 lacks enablement for connection between the means for providing rotation and 
the weight system. It would have been impossible for one of ordinary skill in the art to 
understand as to how the systems work to successfully move the sheave. The 
specification and the drawing fail to provide sufficient details for the successful 
operation of the device. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Borsattino (3,269,207), Betz (3,653.283), Kapaan (4.449.957).
